Tilus Flavius DOMITIANus 
The 12th Cesear 

and the 11th ROMAN EMPEROR 
81-96 A.D. 



Domitian was the younger son of the Emperor Vespasian. On the 
death of his father, he expected to be elevated to the rank of 
Emperor but was unable to obtain the agreement of his brother 
Titus. Accordingly, Domitian awaited with impatience the early 
death of his brother in 81 AD, after which he, in turn, was pro¬ 
claimed the eleventh Roman Emperor. 

Perhaps because of his brother's popularity, perhaps because of 
the unfounded suspicion he had contributed to his brother's de¬ 
mise, Domitian became very unpopular with the ruling classes. 

His reaction to this led him to permit his reign to become opp- 
resive. Eventually, this precipitated his murder in September 
of AD 96. 

The coin of Domitian illustrated is a large bronze valued at 
one-quarter of the silver denarius. It records an exaggerated 
victory over the Germanic Tribes to the north of the Rhine. Its 
issue was forced on the Senate as a counterbalance to his brother 
Titus' "IVDAEA CAPTA" coinage. 

The obverse inscription reads: 

"The IMPerator CAESar DOMITianus, the AVGustus, the conqueror 
of GERMany, the COnSul for the XI time, the CENSor POTentate 
and Pater Patriae." around a portrait of Domitian. 

The reverse is inscribed "GERMANIA CAPTA S.C." It shows male 
and female German captives mourning beside a military Trophy of 
Victory, modeled after the "Judaea Caota" coins of Vespasian and 
Titus. The "S.C." records the reluctant agreement of the Roman 
Senate. 

The Numismatist, Harold Mattingly discusses the unhappy fifteen 
year reign of Domitian as follows: 

"Domitian was a man of much ambition and some ability. Kept 
back by his father (and brother) he had developed an inferior¬ 
ity complex, but sought compensation in arrogance and display. 
Abroad, the advance in Britain was carried as far as it was 
wise to go. The bitter fighting on the middle Rhine led to an 
improved frontier. Even the hard wars on the Danube were not 
of Domitian's seeking but by judicious concessions he strove to 
become master of them. 



"The real trouble was at home in Rome. Domitian was ungenerous 
and suspicious. He failed to reach a full agreement with the 
Senate. Governing like an autocrat, vet observing the forms of 
constitutional Empire, he required the Senate to be his partner 
in his actions, even the most unpopular. A few bold spirits 
defied him and met death or exile. The majority ground their 
teeth and submitted, waiting for somebody else to do something 
about it. 

"By assuming a perpetual censorship, Domitian made himself mast¬ 
er of the composition of the Senate. The Army loved him be¬ 
cause he had raised its pay. The People, pampered with food 
and shows, were at least not unfriendly. The one military re¬ 
bellion on the Rhine was speedily suppressed. 

"Domitian finally fell a victim to a conspiracy of his wife, 
chamberlain and praetoriah prefect, all of whom feared for 
their own lives. So ended in 96 AD the second imperial dynasty, 
the Flavian Caesars. The dynasty had not had time to impress 
itself on the public either by military prowess or by munifi¬ 
cence in Rome. At the last, it had alienated the Senate." 

Editors note: This is one a series of articles on Roman coin¬ 
age written by James Ford Clapp, a noted numismatist and a mem¬ 
ber of the NENA Board of Directors.

California and Gold

Excluding wars, the single most important and far-reaching 
event to occur within the limits of the continental U.S. was the 
California "Gold Rush." Gold was discovered by James W. Marshall 
at Culloma (Coloma) on the south fork of the American River, at 
John Sutter's mill on January 24, 1848, just nine days prior to 
the signing of the Treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo, (February 2, 1848) 
which formally annexed California to the United States. Further 
discoveries were made in El Dorado County and surrounding areas 
during the month of February; the earliest reports to reach the 
communities along the coast were received dubiously, but by the 
end of May all uncertainty was removed. By the middle of June, 
people were deserting homes and towns for the gold fields. By 
June 2, U.S. Consul Larkin had forwarded official news of the 
discovery, and his information reached Washington by the middle 
of September. Further dispatches, carried by a Lieut. Beale, and 
dated a month later, were also received in the national capital. 

On June 12, Governor R.B. Mason left Monterey to inspect the 
mines. About the middle of August he sent his report to the 
Adjutant General, accompanied by a sample of gold. From $30,000 
to $50,000, "if not more," he estimated were taken daily from the 
mines, and "there is more gold in the country drained by the Sac¬ 
ramento and San Joaquin rivers than will pay the cost of the 
present war with Mexico a hundred times over." Mason's report, 
with its sensational observations, was included with President 
Polk's message to Congress on December 5, 1848, and was published 
in the principal newspapers throughout the country. Mason's 
courier also carried the legendary 230 ounces of gold, ostensibly 
from the first excavations, which was later turned over to the 
Philadelphia Mint for coinage into 1,389 quarter-eagles, dist¬ 
inguishable by the "CAL." punched into the reverse field above 
the eagle. Technically, these were the first "California" gold 
coins, although far-removed from the territorial gold that was to 
follow, as well as the coins later produced by the San Francisco 
Mint. The quarter-eagles were "souvenirs" of the historical find; 
territorial and western mint gold coins were actual ramifications 
which followed. However, both enjoy well-deserved niches in num¬ 
ismatic annals. 

The effect of the publicity was immediate. There then followed 
the most astounding mass emigration within a continent known to 
man. By January 18, 1849 sixty-one vessels, each carrying an 
average of fifty passengers, left Boston, Salem, Philadelphia, 

New York, Baltimore and Norfolk for the Pacific Coast, for the 
torturous trip around the Horn which could last from four to six 
months. Other ships carrying an unknown number of gold-seekers 
sailed from Charleston and New Orleans during the same period. 

In February, sixty ships were booked to leave New York, and 
seventy from Boston and Philadelphia. The demand for accommod¬ 
ations was so great that vessels were being diverted from various 


services to provide passage for the eager Argonauts. The mania 
that pervaded the nation was beyond all description or credulity. 
Four thousand people came from the Mexican border before the be¬ 
ginning of Summer, while in various rendezvous along the Missouri 
River numerous parties had gathered by the first of April esti¬ 
mated in number at 20,000 people. Over 30,000 crossed the plains 
and reached the "promised land" before the onset of Winter. Peter 
H. Burnett, later to be California's first elected Governor, ob¬ 
served that at least "two-thirds of the population of Oregon cap¬ 
able of bearing arms" had migrated to the gold fields. 

More than 80,000 people came to California during late 1848 and 
the year 1849. The Federal census for 1850 gives the total pop¬ 
ulation, excluding Indians, as 92,597; but these figures do not 
include San Francisco, Contra Costa and Santa Clara counties. 
Whatever the number, it was sufficient to create more intricate 
social, economic and political problems than had confronted any 
former frontier settlements in the history of the U.S. By 1852, 
the population had jumped to 250,000 from only 10,000 in 1846, 
centered mostly in San Francisco and the gold fields. This turb¬ 
ulent influx and the resultant clash between native Californian 
and Anglo-American customs rendered inadequate the military gov¬ 
ernment set up during the Mexican War. The establishment of 
effective civil authority was imperative; yet, Congress, harassed 
by the question of slavery in the Mexican Cession, for two years 
remained deaf to the plea for a territorial government. At length, 
exasperated Californians took the initiative, devising a state 
constitution, ratified November 13, 1849. This emergency act out¬ 
lawed slavery, wherefore Southern congressmen blocked Federal rec¬ 
ognition of California's act for nearly a year. Finally, on Sept¬ 
ember 9, 1850, President Fillmore signed the bill admitting Cal¬ 
ifornia as a free state, as part of the Compromise of 1850.

3. Each exhibitor may enter only one exhibit in Group A and/or Group C. 
The applicant will designate the exhibit classification; however, the 
Exhibit Chairman, after conference with the exhibitor, may transfer 
the exhibit to the proper classification. 

4. Exhibitors shall not violate any government regulation or display 
forged, spurious, or counterfeit material unless displayed in Group B 
for educational purposes and so identified. 

5. The identity of the exhibitor will not appear in the exhibit. Each 
exhibitor will place his own exhibit and all exhibited material must 
be the personal property of the exhibitor. Exhibitors will not be in 
the exhibit area during judging. Cases on display shall not be opened 
at any time during the Conference. 

6. Exhibitors may not enter the same exhibit that has been judged and 
awarded a First Place in a previous NENA Conference as a competetive 
exhibit. The same material may be re-exhibited provided it has been 
completely changed in nature from a previous competitive exhibit. 

7. Each exhibitor will be limited to no more than three (3) cases. NENA 
will provide one (1) case when requested with the application. 

8. Any person who is a NENA member in good standing and who submits an 
application to exhibit by the stated deadline will be eligible to 

9. The Conference, the Conference Committee members, the Host Clubs, and 
the New England Numismatic Association, Inc., and/or the Hotel shall 
not be responsible for any loss, damage or injury that may occur to 
exhibitors or their property from any cause whatsoever, prior, during 
or subsequent to the period of the Conference, and the exhibitor 
expressly releases the above named entities from, and agrees to 
indemnify same against, any and all claims from such loss, damage or 

10. The Exhibitor agrees to abide by all rules and regulations of the 
Hotel and the Conference. These conditions shall not be varied.

THE AWARD MEDALS OF THE NEW HAMPSHIRE 
STATE AGRICULTURAL SOCIETY 

by Robert Wester 

The New Hampshire Agricultural Society was 
founded in the autumn of 1849 and incorporated 
during a session of the state legislature in 1850. 

Honorable Richard Ayer of Manchester was the 
first Society President with ten vice-presidents 
assuring representation for all New Hampshire 
counties. 

The object of the Society was to improve the 
condition of agriculture which played an import¬ 
ant role in our economy. Other advancements in¬ 
cluded mechanics, domestic arts, and manufactur¬ 
ers. 

Their award medals reflect all the objectives 
and aims of the Society, and they commenced by 
awarding 31 medals at their second fair in 1851. 
Agricultural products, livestock, manufactured 
goods, and farm implements received the awards. 

We are most fortunate to illustrate the Socie¬ 
ty's first and rarest known type of award medal. 

It is believed to have been given from 1851 thr¬ 
ough the 11th annual fair in 1860. The Society 
volumes record 270 medals awarded. Being awarded 
a medal was extremely prestigious and highly val¬ 
ued by New England businessmen. Mr. O.W. Bayley, 
agent for Amoskeag Machine Co. which manufactured 
locomotive engines, prefered the Society medal to 
20 dollar cash premium in 1853.

NENA BOARD OF DIRECTORS MEETING 


The NENA Board of Directors Meeting was called to order at 10:10 
a.m. on Saturday, July 14, 1990 at the Best Western Centrum Inn 
in Worcester, Massachusetts, by John D. Mullen, Executive 
Secretary. Those present were Paul White, Jim Rolston, John 
Kittredge, John Kiley, Carol Goldberg, Jan Dyroff, Pierre 
Brassard, Ralph Langham, Ed Doran, Sylvia Johnson, Jonathan 
Melick, and Mary Mullen. Ted Barrett, Bob Heath, and Doug 
Walcutt were present as guests. The minutes of the Board meeting 
of April 28, 1990 were accepted with a correction noted that the 
proper name of the registry of historic buildings is the 
"National Register of Historic Places". Paul White read the 
Treasurer's report. 

A letter was read from Sue Wilder requesting that NENA run a ANA 
District Delegates meeting on Saturday October 20 at the annual 
conference. Jack Kiley, chairman of this year's conference, is 
scheduling all meetings and Ralph Langham will coordinate this 
meeting for the ANA. A letter from the Michigan State Numismatic 
Society requesting NENA support of Senator Pryor's bill S.1J49 
received no interest from the Board. 

The artwork for the 1990 medal was reviewed by the Board; the 
changes requested at the prior meeting all having been made by 
the V.H.Blackinton Company, the Board unanimously approved the 
design. 

Ralph Langham volunteered to coordinate advertising for next year 
for NENA in Randall Jack Moore's Calendar of Coin Shows. 

The Board set the numbers of medals to be issued for the 1990 
Conference as follows: Sets of three medals (gold-plate, silver, 
and bronze) by subscription only; 60 bronze medals over the 
number subscribed, with a possible 100 additional medals to be 
purchased by Mechanics Hall; 50 uniface bronze medals; and 10 
silver over the number subscribed. The subscription numbers are 
those orders placed by August 15, and the numbers mentioned above 
will be rounded to the next higher 5, except for the sets. 

The Board reviewed the positions to be open after 1990. The term 
of James Clapp as Director at Large expires in 1990, and the 
Board unanimously approved the suggestion that Jim be appointed 
Director Emeritus in recognition of his long and valued service 
to NENA. Pete Brassard will serve as chairman of the nominating 
committee, and a notice will be placed in the NENA News 
soliciting volunteers and nominations for the election to be held 
at the General Meeting, which will be at noon on Saturday, 
October 20. 

Jack Kiley gave a report on the status of plans for the 1990 
Conference. He is still seeking more dealers for the bourse. 
There will be a banquet, held at the Mt. Carmel Recreation 
Center, on Saturday evening, and there will be two guest speakers 
at the banquet. Bob Moffatt will conduct the Friday evening 


auction. There will be a Conference program booklet, and members 
of NENA are invited to contact the local committee if they wish 
to make a donation or advertise in it. It was suggested to Jack 
Kiley that his bourse chairman actively solicit a dealer who 
sells only coin and hobby supplies to take a table at the 
Conference. 


Bob Heath, who has been asked by the Board to write a new NENA 
medal catalogue, presented an outline of his ideas for this to 
the Board. He suggested that the Executive Secretary contact 
member Thomas Ross who had produced an earlier catalogue to seek 
a release from him concerning information in that 1971 book. Bob 
explained to the Board some different methods of producing the 
book, and recommended that NENA produce the book in the most cost 
efficient way, while not compromising the quality of the 
contents. The book will contain historical information about 
NENA and the annual conferences, as well as mintage figures and 
photographs or drawings of all the medals.

The NENA Board of Directors Meeting was called to order at 11:05 
a.m. on Saturday, October 20, 1990 at the Mount Carmel Recreation 
Center in Worcester, Massachusetts, by John D. Mullen, Executive 
Secretary. Those present were Paul White, Jim Rolston, John 
Kittredge, Jack Kiley, Jan Dyroff, Pierre Brassard, Ralph 

Langham, Sylvia Johnson, Jonathan Melick, and Mary Mullen. Ted 
Barrett, Bob Heath, Leo Haroian and Eleanor Langham were present 
as guests. The minutes of the Board meeting of July 14, 1990 

were accepted as read. Paul White read the Treasurer's report. 

The Board congratulated Jack Kiley and his committee on the 
success of the Conference, and Bob Heath for the outstanding job 
he did with the new NENA medal catalogue. Pete Brassard, 
Chairman of the Nominating Committee reported little response 

from the general membership to the Board's request for volunteers 
and candidates as printed in NENA News . After discussion of 
the open Board positions, the Board recommended the following 
slate to be presented at the General Meeting: James Ford Clapp 

will be appointed Director Emeritus as voted unanimously at the 
last Board meeting, and the remaining open positions would be 
filled as follows: Jack Kiley, Regular Director; John Kittredge, 
Director at Large; Ted Barrett, Regional Director; and Carol

The Award Medals of the New Hampshire 
State Agricultural Society 

by Robert Wester 
Part II 

The New Hampshire Agricultural Society ceased activities during the Civil War. In 
1866 the 12th annual fair was conducted in Nashua, Nhand the second type of 
award medal was given there. This medal is known in silver and hand engraved 
on both sides. Oniytwo are known to east, one presented to Who H. Ftynnfor 
Wire and Rod Cutting Mac tone and a holed example from the 14th annual fair in 
Manchester. The number of medals awarded is not indicated in the Society 
journals from 1866 through 1869. 

It seemed logical for the Society to adopt a new award medal f allowing the Civil 
War. I believe less than a hundred hand engraved type two me dais were awarded 
duetotheaveragenumberofawardsgivenbetween 1851 and 1860. 

It was exlremely important for the Society to have a beautiful and prestigious 
award medal. The Industrial Revolution had begun and the Society was in the 
best financial and most active position m its history. So naturally, with intense 
competition, prestigious award medals were given, which created motivation at 
the annual fair by competitors. 

The third and last type of New Hampshire Agricultural Medals is easily the most 
beautiful. It was engraved byCharies Barber and struck at the United States Mint 
in 1870 according to Robert Juiian, author of "Medals of the U.S. Mint, 1792- 
1892* The obverse features a standing lady of victory holding a wreath in her 
right hand and resting herleft hand onastoeid bearingrepresentation of the arms 
of the state of NewHampstore. 

At her feet are the implements of agriculture and industry. The reverse of this 
medal is identical to the New England Agricultural Society medal, a ‘wreath of 
agricultural products around its edge with the center reserved for award 
inscription. 

233 3Hverand 221 bronze medals were struck in 59 and 48 mm. The large and 
small size medals are followed in ranty by the two bronzes in their respective 
sizes. Mint records do not indicate a gold medal as being struck, 

Theme dais were award ed for avaniety of subjects iricl u dm g weal h er van es, g o o d 
horsemanship, and Concord grape wine. In 1873,amost attractivefeature was a 
fine collection of cons assembled by Ptoneas Adams. The good Colonel is the 
only known New Hampshire collector to own an 1804 silver dollar, 

C oU ectin g and researching New Ham ps tor e as wen as N e w Eri glan d m e dal3 whic h 
were struck at the United States Mmt is amost nteresting pursuit. 

Two, possiblythree New England collections have been completed this century 
and according to rarity arid importance, the New England Society for the 
Promotion of Manufacturers and Mechanic Ms award medal in silver is the 
highlight of a coll action. T he largest known collection of NH Agricult ural Medals is 
available for Mewing at the Manchester Historic Association on Amherst Street.
